Bernard Baruch W arns 
Tax Cut Would Be 'Folly 


WASHINGTON OB — Financier 
B e rn a rd M. Baruch w arned today 
th a t a federal tax cut would be 
“ folly” and urged labor and m a n ­ 
a g e m e n t to pledge 
a 
freeze on 
w ages and prices. 


T he fam ed adviser to presidents 
advised the Senate F inance Com 
m ittee: 
“ Inflation, 
gent’em en, 
is 
the 
most im p o rtan t economic fact of 
ou r tim e —the single g reatest peril 
to our econom ic health.” 
In a p rep ared statem en t, B ar­ 
uch said 
tho road 
to national 
econom ic 
health 
includes 
these 
steps:

m en ts of national security and do­ 


ing all that is 
n e e d e d 
to meet 
them.”

—“ Strengthening

Baryeh said th e 
recessio n ‘‘is 
the inevitable a f t e r m a t h of a pc 
riod of inflation t h a t could at least 
have been m itig a te d , 
if not pre 
vented ” 
“ There is no c a u s e for alarm if 
we will learn fro m 
o u r mistakes 
and call a halt to th e practices 


which a re responsible for this sit­ 
uation,” the elder statesm an said. 


A tax reduction, said Baruch, 
“ will in c re a se the deficit, add to 
the debt, and further weaken the 
g o v e rn m e n t’s credit. 
To reduce 
revenues before our defenses are 
secure and our debt m anageable 
is uneconom ic and im m o ral.” 


Any new public works p rog ram 
to fight the recession should be 
placed on a self-liquidating basis, 
Baruch urg ed. 
Local action would 
be 
m ure 
effective than federal 
steps in such projects, he added. 
“ Local go vern m ents can best sur 
\cy their own situ a tio n s” 


“ It would be an inspiring and 
salutary 
thing if the leaders of 


our great labor unions and busi­ 
nesses would jointly pledge to the 
President that for one y ea r there 
w ill be no increase in w ages or 
prices and 
that profit 
m argins 
would at least be frozen,” he said 


Baruch called for individual self 
I restraint in private credit “ Its ex 
cessivc 
grow th,” 
he 
said, 
“ has 
been one of the m ajor factors in 
our present difficulties and is one 
of the weak links in our economic 
chain ”

F irst cam e a cabled report from 
the A m erican em bassy iii Moscow 
regarding a cocktail party at which 
Nikita K hrushchev talked for an 
hour with the Swedish am b assado r 
about d isa rm a m e n t 
He said Rus­ 
s ia ’s new atom ic tests had been 
so successful 
that 
Russia 
had 
enough atom ic-hydrogen bombs to 
poison the entire world, and that 
Russia would now atop all further 
explosions. 


K hrushchev appeared to be dead 
sober. He w as not drinking. 
He added gleefully that unilateral 
action by Russia in stopping ll 
bom b tests would put the United 
States on trial before the world 
for proceeding 
with 
its 
H bomb 
test# in m id-Pacific this spring. 
The Swedish am b assad o r was so 
im pressed by this conversation that 
he tipped off his fellow a m b a s sa ­ 
dors and the A m erican em bassy 
cabled the conversation to Wash 
Ington 
This was why President 
Eisenhow er hastily announced at 
his press conference one day later 
that the United States would in 
vite foreign observers to view the 
Pacific 
H-bomb tests, 
especially 
our " c le a n " bomb, which is not 
supposed to have dangerous radio­ 
active fallout 
F.mphasis on the 
clean bom b w as given in o rd e r to 
offset expected Russian em phasis 
on the poison spread from stro n ­ 
tium 90, the most deadly afterm ath 
from n u clear explosions. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
A m erican e m ­ 
bassy in Moscow kept up a steady 
bom bardm ent of cables to Wash 
Ington. 
It w arned the State De 
partm en t to be prepared for spec 
tacular news developm ents in Rus 
sis. 
It also reported another cock­ 
tail conversation at which K hrush 
chev had told the C anadian am 
hassador that all production of 11- 
bo rn bs should be stopped at once. 
Both the United States and Rus­ 
sia, K hrushchev added, would then 
have twice as m any bombs as are 
necessary to kill all the people in 
the world. 
When this was cabled to W ash­ 
ington by the A m erican em bassy 
in Moscow it inspired State D epart 
m ent advisers to suggest to Ike 
that he leave the door open for 
the ending of H bom b tests even 
without banning H-bomb produe

Harold S tassen —who has argued 
him self blue in the face to E isen­ 
hower and Dulles that the Russians 
will sign a d isa rm am en t pact, but 
w as fired for his paina and has now 
| gone back to Pennsylvania. 
Adlai Stevenson -w ho, during the 
1956 presidential race, urged th# 
end of ll bomb testing He pointed 
out that we w ere 
accum ulating 
enough deadly poisonous strontium 
90 in the air to e n d an g er the fu­ 
ture health of the world, and that 
the U S A 
should lead the way in 
banning 
these 
tests. 
Stevenson 
was promptly denounced by E isen­ 
hower in a speech in which he said 
Stevenson's proposal could "lead 
only to confusion at hom e and mis 
understanding abroad ” Nixon de­ 
nounced Adlai as proposing " c a ta s ­ 
trophic 
nonsense." 
D em ocratic 
leaders estim ated that Adlai’s pro­ 
posal lost them 
several million 
votes. 
Actually, Eisenhow er had agreed 
at a National 
Security 
Council 
meeting in Septem ber, just before 
the Stevenson proposal, to explore 
a ban of H bomb tests 
But for 
political reasons he reversed h im ­ 
self. 
Dr. Robert O ppenheim er — who 
was kicked out of g ov ernm ent be­ 
cause he w arned th at the H-bomb 
might endanger hu m an health and 
urged that the United States set 
an exam ple to the world by ban 
ning it 
For holding these views, 


he was purged by 
Adm. 
Lewis 
Strauss, head of the Atomic E nergy 
Com m ission

E ditor W alter L H art of the M or­ 
gantow n. W. Va , Dominion News, 
who in som ething of an aviation 
expert, m aintains that th e re ’s m ore 
risk from flying private planes than 
com m ercial airliners and th at if 
Mike Todd h a d n ’t been crossing 
the U.S A. in his own private plane 
he wouldn’t have com e to his u n ­ 
timely death.

Theoretically a p ri­ 
vate pilot does too 
But when the 
boss urges him to fly regardless 
of w eather he usually flies
